•>hen he returned he worked in several •■aw York offices and has had his own practice 
mince 19U7. He recently returned from an extensive trip abroad where besides 
getting material for this new edition of Sweden Builds he also made a survey of all 
ths significant modern churches of Europe. He is on ths Commission on Architecture 
of the National Council of Churches, has been a member of the American Institute of 
Architects since 19t*l, and has National council Architectural Registration. 

In addition to practicing, Mr. Smith has photographed, written about and lectured 
on much of the world's contemporary building, with book# or articles on sixteen 
countries.
